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ender, in a ‘secret session with certain unidentif led loaders of the 
Legislative Yuan, "Foreten Minigter WANG Shih-chieh urged the Legislative 
-Yuan=to take no action to force the government to charge the Soviets with 
instigation of and participation in the Chinese civil war, WANG stated 
that the Western powers would not “openly suprort" such action because 
of fear it would precipitate hostile relations with the Soviet Union. 


2. Legislative Yuan members are attemptimg to force the Central Government 
to adopt a clear-cut policy of alignment with the Weetern vowers and 
opposition to the Soviets. Yuan members are aware that thd rovernment 
is reluctant to take any action which would finally alienate tha Soviets; 
they believe that nart of the anparent United Stetes reluctence to furnish 
further aid comes from a reelization of the compromise vosition of the 
Chiness, 


3. Vice Foreign Minister George YFH told an unidentified grow of Lezisletive 
Yuan members thet he is “tired of doing americans’ dirty work in Chins 
25X1A__—s for them." [MM coment. Ya vrobably is the leader of the conmromice 
clique in the Ministry of Foreipn Affaire, to which the Foreign Minister 
also adheres. ) 
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
